Close Contest in Every Depart- 
ment— The Fortunate Prize Win- 
ners as Announced. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Westminster, Oct. 10 —The weather 
cleared about noon to-day and Borne fifteen 
hundred school children attended the fair. 
They aang several patriotic songs, which 
was an excellent feature of the day'a pro- 
ceedings. This afternoon His Kxoyllonoy 
the Govomor-Ganeral and Lady Aberdeen 
arrived. Company No. 4, B. C. B. G. A. 
acled as a guard of honor at tho atatlon, 
and a detachment from H.M.S. Nymph 
acted as a guaul cf honor through tho oity. 
His Excellency and tho Countoaa reooived 
an address of wolcomo from tho citizona and 
ono from the exhibition committee, to both 
of whioh Hie Excellonoy replied at length, 
congratulating the oltizsnss on their splondid 
exhibit and declaring to the largo crowds, 
presont at the exhibition grounds that the 
Weetmlnster show was tho bannor show of 
tho provinoe. 

Col. B*ker in his reply to tho address yes- 
terday aftor explaining the cauBO of the ab- 
sence of His Excellency the Governor-Gen- 
eral from tho opening of the exhibition said 
the exhibition here was the best ho had ever 
aeon in tho province, which was a most 
gratifying fact in view of the existing trade 
deprosaion and all tho more so after the dis- 
astrous floods of last year. It spoke volumes 
for tho pluok and energy of the farmora of 
thia valley. Upon what ho added, does tho 
future of this district depend J On tho 
natural resources in it and on their akill in 
handling them. Thoy had in this valley 
over -100,000 acres of very rich agricultural 
land and they had an excellent climate. He 
urged tho need of starting home manufac- 
tures to consume and utilize the raw pro- 
ducts which they oould grow. 

This district was essentially a dairying 
region and it was also admirably adapted 
for raising bacon and hams. Ho pointed to 
tho magnificent exhibit of Messrs. Major & 
Eldridge us showing what could bo done in 
this line. Fruit also was a leading crop 
with them, aB was shown by the fruit ex- 
hibits upstairs and by tho prpBervod fruits 
exhibited on that itaor. Tho hop Industry 
wae growing in importance and value, aB our 
soil and climate were admirably adapted for 
■t liat orop. He thought that by.and-by they 
might induce the Chinamen to oonBumo 
more boer, and thua obtain a vast market 
for the hops grown here. Flux, he believod, 
could also bo very successfully grown, and 
while the linseed would be of great value for 
dairy atock, tho lint could be used for tho 
manufacture of fine linens. Fish canning 
wae a great industry with them ; but now 
from fiah offal they were able to manufac- 
ture a moat valuable and useful manure, 
Thoso natural produote, then, should all 
tond to attract settlers to people their 
lands. Coming next to tho mining re- 
8ourc08, he eloquently epoko of tho ImmenBO 
wealth to bo found among our mountaina. 
Aftor again briefly referring to the flood of 
1894, ho thanked them cordially for the ad- 
drcea preaonted to him and for the oppor- 
tunity ho had of uddresBtng them.

His Evidence Tends to Weaken 
Rather Than Strengthen 
His Defence. 



Numerous Contradictions and State- 
ments That Are Utterly Irrecon 
cilable-What He Said. 



San Fkancisco, Oct. 10.— Durrani's di- 
rect testimony which ended at 3 o'oloik 
yesterday, when the cross-examination be- 
gan, probably had a tendency to strengthen 
his case. Questions that would ordinarily 
causo a visible impression upon a guilty 
man were answered by Durrantwith utmost 
unooncorn. Even when Attorney Deuprey 
asked him if on the 3rd day of April or at 
aDy other time he murdered or participated 
in murdering Blanche Laniont, the prisoner 
oooly replied in the negative. 

The purpose of the defense to ourtail tho 
cross-examination as much as possible wae 
shown vvhon District Attorney Barnes afcked 
tho first question. Durrant was asked if ho 
was not born at Toronto, Canada, on April 
24, 1871. Attorney Deuprey oljjcted 
tho question. He said thut Durraut could 
have no positive knowledge on the subject, 
and any belief that ho might havo would be 
based on hearsay. Tho court overruled the 
objection, and tho prisoner gave an atiirma- 
tive answer. Sovorai other equally unim- 
portant questions wore objected to by tho 
defense. The objections in most oases were 
overruled. 

The prisoner's reputation for truth and 
voracity wont completely to pieces on tho 
witness stand this morning His answers 
to two or throe questions were palpable lies, 
and he changed tils answers lo fit occasions. 
Besides, he told a story about the disap- 
pearance of Blanohe Limont that was bo 
gauzy that evorybody wonders how Durrant 
had the hardihood to think the jury would 
accept it as faot. The pit fill into which 
Durrant fell was in telling about the after- 
noon that he spent at the ferry to bbo it 
Blanohe would not attempt to oross the bay 
to esoape from the city. Durrant said ho 
was standing at the corner of Market and 
Montgomery streets that d»y when a 
stranger cimo ud to him and asked if hlB 
name was not Durrant. The prisoner re- 
plied that it was. Tho stranger then asked 
if Durrant was not interested in her disap- 
pearance in view of the fact that his name 
bad boen oonneoted with the cuae. Durrant 
replied that he was. The stranger then 
said : " Watch the ferrios this afternoon. 
That is my advice. She will try to crosa to- 
day." Although Durrant said he was over- 
joyed to get a clue to Miaa Limont, in reply 
to District Attorney Birues' question ho 
suid ho did not ask tho man's name, resi- 
dence or anything about the source of the 
information he had received. Neither did 
he ask for furthor information on the sub- 
ject. Ho simply watched the man walk to- 
ward Dupont street, and then Durrant wont 
to a restaurant and ate luncheon. He then 
went to the ferry, he says, to see if he could 
find Blanche. 

Four of Durrant's friends saw Durrant at 
the Ferry that aftornoon, and by one of 
them the prosecution expects to prove that 
Durrant went there noi to moot Blanche 
Lamont but Minnie Williams. Aaron Hogo, 
an old schoolmate of Durrant'a, testified ut 
tho preliminary examination that Durrant 
met a woman answering Minnie Williams' 
description, and boarding the Howard street 
car with hor rode to the Mission. Durrant 
beatified to day that ho did nob meet any 
woman at the Ferry, and that he went from 
the ferry to the armory to pack up the 
blankets preparatory to making the trip to 
Mount Diablo next d»y. To Frank Sade- 
man, whom he saw at the ferry, Durrant 
said that he was looking for Blanohe La- 
wont. To Dodge and Dukes, students at 
the medical oollego, ho Bald he was waiting 
for members of tho signal corps who wero 
coming over from Oakland. When asked if 
he told Dodge and Dukes that he was tracing 
a cine to Miss Laniont, Durrant replied that 
he did. Next moment ho realized that ho 
had given the wrong answer and replied 
that he did not. He attompted to roooncile 
the statement by saying that he was looking 
for MIbb Limont and waiting for, members 
of the signal corps at the aame time. 

DiBtriot Attorney Barnes asked Durrant 
why he loft the ferry at 5 o'clock to prepare 
to go on a pleasure trip if he was so much in 
terested in finding Misa Lamont, with whose 
disappearance hie name has been so much 
and eo unpleasantly conneoted. Durrant ro- 
plied that he did not think it necessary to 
remain at the forry loDger. The district at- 
torney then asked if ho told any of Blanche's 
friends of tho important clue he had receiv- 
ed from tho stranger. Durrant replied that 
he had not, as ho had not had an opportun- 
ity. After vigorous questioning Durrant 
admitted that he had attended the Christian 
Endeavor meeting tho same night, whoro he 
met a number of Miss Lamont's friends. 
Among others he mot Thoa. Vogel, who 
Durrant testified a moment bafore was 
more interested in Blanche's disappear- 
ance than anybody else, except her 
aunt, Mrs. Noblo. Although h" had o. 
privato conversation with Vogel, Durrant 
told him nothing about tho clue to Miss 
Lamont's disappearance, as ho said the sub- 
ject did not occur to him. Durrant was 
asked if after tho disappearance of Blanche 
Lamont ho told Horbot Schlagor that Bbo 
hud probably boon lod astray, and hud gone 
into a houso of ill-fame, Durrant Baid ho 
told Schlager that Miss Limont might have 
bson led astray. Barnes asked Durrant 
what there was about the manner or char- 
acter of Miss Lamont to Induce, him to mako 
that remark. Durrant said he knew noth- 
ing against MisB Lamont, but had heard 
Detootive Anthony say that she might have 
been lod astrny. 

The signature to a letter should accord 
with tho tone of the oommunloation itself— 
if it bo a formal business letter, " Yours 
truly " or " Very truly yours " is good form.

Ilnmlng Dcrorutive Designs on Wood, 
Leather, Ivory, Paper, Glass, Etc. 

Tho mode of burning designs into or 
upon wood, leather, etc., has been vari- 
ously termed, as pyrography, poker work 
and burnt work-. Tho word "pyrog- 
rapby" inotins writing or etching with 
firo, but burnt decoration i:> not always 
etching; it more often looks liko paint- 
ing and relief work combined. The 
form "poker work" was applied where 
heated pokers wore tho instruments 
used, and it cannot bo properly applied 
to the modem work, which is done 
with a regular cautery or electrical ap- 
paratus. The name "burnt work," 
however, applies equally well under all 
circumstances, being always appropri- 
ate, no matter how the heat is applied, 
and Tho Delineator thus names tho art 
in giving the following information : 

The merits of burned work are many, 
the chief one being its great durability. 
As a substitute for wood carving, it is 
satisfactory. The work has both form 
and color, a great vai iety of tints being 
possible, from deep black to tho lightest 
shades of brown, and it is sometimes 
treated liko bus relief in largo decora 
tions ou wood. 

After a design is prepared it can be 
executed with astonishing rapidity. The 
variety of strokes is unlimited, ranging

from fino ones that suggest etching to 
thoso that resemble tho broad, blended 
strokes of a brush, tho stylo of stroke 
in every case depending on tho artist's 
purpose, and points can be obtained in 
sizes to suit all needs. 

There is an idea afloat that this work 
is commonly done with heated dies, like 
those used for stamping packing boxes, 
etc. This belief is erroneous. Tho burn- 
ing must bo rlono freehand to produce 
really artistic results. True, dies are 
used, and often with good effect, in 
some styles of work. Indeed there is a 
factory near New York where this so 
called burned work is quite extensively 
done. It takes an artist to do full justice 
to burnt work, but any one who can 
draw with moderate skill will be able 
to derive much pleasure and profit from 
a study of it. Designs can bo readily 
transferred if the worker is unable to 
druw them without aid. 

Tho r,ools with which the work is 
now done differ radically from those 
employed even a dozen years ago, when 
tho pokers were still in vogue. The 
principal tool looks like an ordinary lead 
pencil but is a triflo larger. In place of 
tho lead is a hollow point of platinum, 
which, being heated, is used liko a pen- 
cil point in drawing and shading, the 
thick handle protecting tho hand. 

This work is now more accessible to 
women than when heavy pokers and the 
great heat of a furnace were tho neces- 
sary features of "burnt art." Leather 
of any color, texture or finish can ho 
used. The possibilities of this material 
wero demonstrated at tho World's fair, 
notably by n pair of leather curtains 
hanging in t.io doorway of tho Califor- 
nia room of (ho Woman's building. 
Though leather is more expensive thau 
wood, it is highly favored by workers in 
this art, which is also applied to ivory, 
paper and glass.

AN INTERESTING GASB. 

A murdor trial which is going on in Quo- 
boo is attracting a good deal of attention. 
This is Dot ono of tho cases in which tho pro- 
aeoution must depend upon circumstances 
carefully and skilfully linked togsthor for 
proof of the crime that haa boen committed. 
The murder was committed openly, in tho 
presence of many witnesses, and tho murdor- 
er was arreatod rod-handod. Tho only quos- 
lion to be decided la tho man's sanity. 

Tho namo of tho accused man ia Shortia. 
He is a young Englishman who has not 
boon long in Canada. Hia family is respect- 
able. Ho waB Bomo time before 
employed in tho Valloyfleld cotton 
mills in tho capacity of cloik. Whilo 
in tho employmont of tho company ho 
gained a knowlodgo of tho promisoa and 
of the way in which tho businoES waB 
done, Ho know, for inatanco, that at 
certain periods mouoy to pay tho handB was 
aont to tho factory. Ho found out when it 
waa oountod and divldod into small sums, 
and who did tho work. Ho was, in fact, on 
friondly terms with tho clorka. 

On tho ovoning of tho first of last March, 
whilo tho clerks, John Lowo, Hugh A. Wil- 
son and John Loy, wero counting and divid ■ 
ing tho monoy to pay tho 1,400 or 1,500 
handB oniployod in tho mill Shortia visited 
them. He appoarB to havo boon admitted 
without hesitation. Whilo chatting with 
the men Shortia in on off hand manner aakod 
Lowo to hand him a rovolvor which lay in a 
drawor boeido him. Thia ho did, first tak- 
ing tho precaution to draw out tho car- 
tridges. Shortia amueod himeolf for a while 
cleaning and oiling tho rovolvor and whon 
ho hod put Id In good order ho handed it 
back to Lowo, who roloaded it and laying it 
on tho table put a shoot of paper over it. 
Shortia pickod It up again, when Lowo 
warned him nob to fool with it 
and took ib from him, plao- 
Ing it in tho drawer. Aa 
Lowo was returning to tho tablo from tho 
aufe, to whlob ho had gone to pub somo of 
tho money away, ho saw Shortia tako tho 
rovolvor from tho drawor and aftor dolibor- 
atoly taking aim, firo at Wilaoo. Loy im- 
mediately r.uahod to tho tolophono to call tho 
dootor, ob ho Baid; ShortiB without hesitation 
ahob him dead. Lowe in thia crisis acted 
with groat courage. Ho wont to tho aaaltt- 
ancoof tho wounded man Wilson, and whilo 
ho' was supporting him Shortia fired at him. 
Although ho was wounded ho manngod 
to' get under the table, and roaohlrg 



THE AFRICAN GOLD FIELD. 

The Kaffir boom haa aurpriaod tho world. 
Tho growth of intoreBt in South African 
mines has boon marvellouB. Many who 
havo been watching the .extraordinary 
rr.ovoniont do nob know what to mtko of It. 
Othera have hastily doolarod that it is a 
gigantic bubble, and predicted that it will 
ooon burBt. They apeak of thoso who have 
been so oagor to invest thoir money in 
" Kiffirs " aB orazy. Bub in spite of criti- 
cism and in tho fuco of tho gloomiest predic- 
tions tho boom continues. Tho collapse 
that was aurg to oome appoara juab now to 
bo aa far off aB ever. 

It would, perhaps, bo well to inquire' if 
the Kaffir movement haa any solid founda- 
tion. Ib is hard to believe that it is tho 
aroation of tho heated imagination of South 
Afrioan onthuBiaBts ; that lb Is u Btupondous 
fraud devised by unprincipled speculators, 
or that it is a financial opidomlc, having its 
origin no ono knowa whoro and sproadiug no 
one knowa how. 

A iittlo lcquiry will show the rational ob- 
Borvo that there is a cause, and a substan- 
tial one, for this Africun gold fovor. The 
Incroaso in tho production of cold in South 
Africa haa been great; it haa been rocer-t 
and ib has boen rapid. Io is not, 
therefore, surprising that a contem- 
plation of that increaso haa turnod 
many heada and those nob of the lightest 
kind. Examination and inquiry too havo 
made it reasonable to expect that tho aup- 
ply of gold will not bo Boon exhausted. 
There aro in faot many indications that it 
will be permanent. 

So late aa 1S90 the yield of the Wibwabars- 
raiid gold mlnoa just atatted was less than 
half a million of ounces. Ib was Boon ob- 
served that tho yield increasod month by 
month. Horo ia the record of the product 
of tho minea for the last six yoara :

Hero we seo a Btoudy and a continuous 
increase. Tho output of tho mines on tho 
lBb of January, 1890 waa 35,030 ounoea ; 
tho output on 1st of January, 1895 was 177,- 
4lil> ounces, nearly five timos aa much. Is 
it any wonder that mineB which increased 
at thia rato and kept on increasing becamo 
popular with investors in Groat Britain and 
in niaoy parta of continental Europo ? If 
tho yield of tho mineB just oponod in Albor 
ni, whon thoy are once in good working 
order, should increase aa thoso Wltwatera 
runt mineB have increased, would anyone bo 
surprised if thoir stock should bo eagerly 
aougbb after by men who had money to in 
vost, and that it Bhould appreoialo in valuo 
thousands por cent. 2 

Calculating from tho figures which wo 
havo reproduced it ia bub rcaaonablo to eati 
mate that tho output of theao South African 
mlnoa will thia year bo 2,500,000 ouccob, 
and that next yoar tho throo million limit 
will be reached. It must bo remembered 
that improvornontt in mining, in extracting 
the gold from tho quartz and in transport 
aro still going on. So many and so great 
havo beon tho improvomont3 In theao diroc 
tiona that veins that wore not worth touoh 
iog somo years ago can now bo worked at a 
handsome profit. Owing to in 
c -eased faollltioa oro that ylolda fivo 
ponnywelghts of gold to tho ton 
can ho profitably handled. Six years ago ib 
waa not worth whilo to work oro unloea ib 
yielded aoveral ounoea to tho ton. 

There la of course no certainty as to the 
extent of tho deposit, but, ub wo havo Boon, 
tho loads ulroady oponod show no aigna of 
giving out. Tho aanguino speculators of 
oourso tako tho most hopoful vlow of tho 
South Afrioan gold supply. Thia is what 
tho exports Bay ua to ita permanence : 

What may bo tho real naturo ond oxtent 
cf ita gold voIob ia yet too oaily to do 
tormino. Geologists and mining ongineora 
aro in part dividod between two thoorioB, 
and in part hold thoir judgmenb in bub- 
ponso. Ono in that tho gold bearing Btrata 
havo boon upheaved. In that oaoo, tho 
voinB will coase to bo valuablo at a depth 
not yet aacortained. Another ia that tho 
gold boaring strata form a concave oval do- 
poalt, probably from tho watora of an 
anolonb soa, In thab caso tho Witwators- 
rand outcrops may form a continuous 
"ahoro" oonnooting at aomo depth with 
thoao of tho aa yet only partly developed

WELLINGTON has been incorporated as a 
town, with a mayor and aldormanic board 
of five ; the first election of tho council la to 
talio placo on tho "ilsl Doeombor next, the 
14 day of December boing nomination day. 

The special aorvioe in St. James' church 
this ovoning at 8 o'clock will, no doubt, 
bring together a largo number of the parish- 
ioners to witness the induotlon of Rev. J. 
H. awset to the charge of that pariah. 

Last night there were Harvest Home fes- 
tival services at Christ Church cathedral, 
which for the occasion was decorated with 
beautiful flowers and autumn fruits and 
plants. There waa special music, and the 
sormon was preached by Rev. vV. D. 
Barber. 

The annual meeting of the Young 
Women's Christian Association will be held 
in the hall of the Y.M.C.A., Broad street, 
this evening, at 7:30. Short addresses will 
be given by the clergymen of the city, to 
whom, and to all ladies and gentlemen 
friends of the association, a oordial invita- 
tion is extended. 



There was a private meeting of the oity 
council last night, at which Mr. W. J. 
Taylor, the city barrister, and Mr. Raymur, 
water commissioner, were present. The 
Mayor explained, when asking tho reportera 
to withdraw, that until the opinion of the 
city barrlater was obtained on tho subject to 
be discussed, the reason of the meeting 
could not be made public. 

Mb. Alex. Bego, in response to the no- 
tioo in the Colonist, has handed over to the 
library of the Legislative Assembly a num- 
ber of pamphlets, old official reports, etc., 
which he had colleotod together while com- 
piling his history of British Columbia. 
Among the more recent contributions to the 
library, which have not been acknowledged, 
aro a number of books, doouments, etc , by 
Capt. Walbran, W. H. Ellis manager of the 
Colonist, Col. Wolfenden, J. B. McKilli- 
gan, Dr. McGregor, Hon. Col. Jas. Baker, 
and others. 

As it is generally believed that the ladies 
of the Friendly Help Association received a 
sum of §500 from the city counoil to aid 
them in their work of relieving the poor, and 
aa many expect help from them in conse- 
quence, the ladleB wish to state to the pub- 
lio that tho sum reforrod to has not been 
granted to them, and the only means at 
command for the carrying on of tho work ia 
obtained from tho ten cont collections made 
by tho members. They also wish it an- 
nounced that none who woro formerly sub- 
scribers to tho B. C. Benevolent Sooioty 
have withdrawn their subscriptions to that 
society tc give them to the Friendly Help. 
A donation of $5 was received from a gentle- 
man in March. 

The board of licensing commissioners for 
tho city bad an Interesting point of law 
under discussion yosterday, which had como 
up at a previous session and had been 
tabled to ba made tho subject of careful in- 
quiry. Tho point aroBo out of tho applica- 
tion for a transfer of tho bottling and retail 
lioenso held by Honry Saunders, to E. J. 
Saunders & Co. This application was op 
posed by counsel for tho Groon-Worlock 
estate, who arguod that as Mr. Saundora 
had assigned all hia goods and effects to 
Messrs. R. p. Rithot & Co., C. F. Todd atd 
Wm. Wilson, in trust for tho benefit tf 
creditors, oi which tho dofuuot bank was 
ono, the liquor llconno hold in his name was 
included, and should havo passed first to 
tho assignoes and from thorn to tho now 
firm of E. J. Saundora & Co , if they con- 
sented so to havo it tranaforrod. This con- 
sont was, by tho way, proaonted with tho 
application for transfer, but tho commis- 
sioners hold that, from tho standpoint of 
law, ovon this waB unnecessary. The true 
toos of the estate were found to bo at error 
In their contention — tho liconse boing hold 
entiroly at tho will and discretion of tho 
commissioners ; It was not a vested interest 
in any sonae, and could not have been trans- 
ferred by Mr. Saundora at tho time of his 
assignment had ho desired bo to do ; nor 
could it havo boon dealt with in any way 
othortr.ao that outlined In tho application 
under consideration, and which was accord- 
ingly ratified Mr. A. S. Innos appeared in 
support of the application, and Mr. J. 
Stva-tVates for tho Groon-Worlock ostato. 
Three other applications for transfers were 
on tho list for consideration, but strange to 
say no one appeared to support thorn. Thia 
boing tho sooond occasion on which tho samo 
unaooountablo indifforenco has beon shown 
in ono or two of tho cases, the applications 
wore Bimply droppod. This moans that tho

Yesterday' Capt. Salmond, of the steam 
collier Wellington, was fined $25 in the 
provincial police court for shooting roblrip, 
which can only bo shot between June 1 and 
Septomber 1, and only then by farmers in 
their gardens.

A Smelter for Grand Forks— Some Moat Prom- 
ising Prospects— Magnificent Freo 
Milling Ore. 

(From tho Spokane Spokesman Rovlew, Oct.ti.) 

J. A. Manley, of Grand Forks, B.C., la in 
the city. Mr. Manley ia an enthuaiast on 
the subjoct of the mining region between 
Christiana lake and Boundary crook. He 
aayB there is no doubt but a Btnelter will be 
orootod at Grand Forks. In speaking of 
some of tho mining properties in that vicin- 
ity ho said that some of the ledges are 
enormous, and mentioned the Knobb Hill, a 
property not yet muah doveloped, but the 
ledge la ovar 100 feet wide and carries gold 
and oopper. Another property which oar- 
rios §16 gold and 9 per cont. coppor has 
been bonded to Chicago parties for §12,000. 
There have been ovor 700 locations made 
tbia summer between Chrlationa lake and 
Boundary creek Tho Stomwinder shaft ia 
down 33 feet aDd it is reported that the ore 
in tho bottom carries §40 in gold and the 
vein on thia property is said to ba CO feet in 
width. Tho ore 1b freo milling. 
< A 30 day option haa been given on the 
Athabasca, Alborton und Manitoba to Spo- 
kane parties. These properties are located 
on Morning mountain noar Nelson, and are 
regarded as moat promising. The ledge ia 
visible on tho Athabaaoi only, and consistB 
of freo milling gold quartz, Out of eight 
atBaya it is aaid the lowest was §96 in gold. 

An English syndicate has juat completed 
the purchase of o gold mine at Rat Portage 
for §500,000. A Mr. Iukater made the pur- 
oliaBo of tho property for §100,000. The 
doeda wore placed in escrow and ho wont to 
England and sold it for tho sum above men- 
tioned.

She has always been 
possessed of what Mary Wilkins calls 
"faculty, " and hrus helped all her life 
at offering inducements to the wolf to 
sit at some one else's doorstop. 

She was born in western Illinois, 
whero they grow people of indomitable 
pluck, and her father was a frugal 
farmer with a large family, which was, 
as Bill Nye would say, "composed prin- 
cipally of boys and girls. " The children 
were all healthy, with tho normal appe- 
tite of childhood, and those who ob- 
served found out what, it meant to 
have your liabilities and your assets a 
perpetual equation 

This one particular daughtor was an 
exceedingly studious child to whom 
books were a delight and the chimney 
comer, with a magazine, a haven of 
refugo. She ranked high in tho district 
school and had college aspirations after 
the fashion of girls in the middle vvos;.

Her 
grt':tf- grandmother i n lur mother's sido 
was known as "the beautiful Xiw Lin- 
ley, "and beoauiQ the w ife of Richard 
Briurloy She-.i<i;;n, umber of "The Ri- 
vals," himself a very good looking 
man. Other descendants of Sheridan 
no! i d for their beauty were Lady Sey- 
mour, afterward Duchess of Somerset, 
at one time England's crowned "Queen 
of Beauty," and tho mother of tho 
present Marquis of iJnfl'orin.

Daughters of tho Confederacy. 

The patriotic women's societies of tin 
country are now re-enforced by another, 
tho National Daughters of tho Confed- 
eracy, which has for its abject a sister- 
hood of the various organizations of 
women in the south.

Mrs. John P. Hick- 
man of Nashville recording secretary, 
Mrs. ,T. B. Lindsley of Nashville corre- 
sponding secretary, Mrs. W. B. Money 
of Nashville treasurer, Sirs. John Over- 
ton of Nashville president of the state 
association. — Now York Mail and Ex- 
press.

Lady Dudley, whose husband has re- 
ceived nuo of tho minor parliamentary 
offices in connection with the new Salis- 
bury administration, is probably tho 
only peeress of the realm who has risen 
from the rank of a bona fide shopgirl to 
her present social eminence. True, she 
bore prior to her marriage the name of 
Gurney, one of tho most ancient in 
Norfolk, one of her ancestors having 
been that Thomas de Gourney who 
murdered King Edward II iu such an 
appalling manner with hot iron bars.

It was as the adopted daugh- 
ter of tho Duke and Duchess of Bedford 
that Rachel Gurney married young 
Lord Dudley. 

A Kello or Barbarism. 

Rev. J. S. Withrow of the Third

As to the am- 
plest opportunities and privileges, feel- 
ing the "attitude" of my own congre- 
gation in regard to tho olectiou of wom- 
en as trustees, directors and to other 
offices in the church, it has not been it 
mooted matter. But it is my opinion 
that all feel sure there is nothing stand- 
ing in tho way of women's elevation in 
our church.

PARIS, Oct. 10 —The minlator of war, 
General Zurlindon, recoived a dispatch from 
Majanga to-day confirming tho sows previ- 
ously roceivod via. Port Louis, Ialand of 
Mauritius, of tho copiuro of Antananarivo, 
tho capital of Madagascar, by tho French 
expeditionary foreoa under General Duch- 
osno. Tho official dispatch saya that altera 
brilliant action Antananarivo waa occupied 
on Soptomber .'iO. Peaco negotiation with 
the Hovaa oponed ntxt day, and woro auo 
ccatfully concluded tho samo ovening, sub- 
ject to the ratitijation of tho French govern- 
ment. Genoral Metzlnger, eooond in com- 
mand of the French forceB, was theroupon 
appointed Governor of Antananarivo. 

The above dispatch was immediately com- 
municated to President Fauro, who after- 
wards sent the following cable message to 
General Duchesne : " In the name of all 
Franco the government congratulates you, 
your efficira and men. Your admirable 
troops havo deserved well of their country. 
France thanks yon for tho brilliant servico 
you havo rendered her, and for tho groat ex- 
ample you have givon. You havo proved 
there aro no perila or obitaclea which can- 
not be removed by method, courago and 
onolneee. You are appointed Grand Offioor 
of the Legion of Honor. Forward tho names 
without dolay of thoso you recommend for 
rewarda and the government will propose to 
parliament that a medal be struck for dis- 
tribution among tho troops." 

It ia semi officially onnounced that a rig- 
orous protectoruto will be eatabliahed by 
Franco over tho island of Madagascar, assur- 
ing to Franco a preponderance of tho entire 
administration. The Queen, Ranavalona 
III, will be retained, but tho prime minis- 
ter, her bubband, will be transported.

Mr. Labouchero Says Experience Teaches 
Englishmen to Be on the Alert In 
Dealing With Americans. 

LONDON, Oct. 10. — The statements made 
by Lord Saokville, who, as Sir Lionel Sack- 
ville-Weat, was tho British minlator at 
Washington City in 1881-89, in a pamphlet 
marked "for private citculation only,' 1 a 
copy of which wbb obtained here by the 
correspondent of tho New York World, and 
tho auWance of whioh waB printed in tho 
Unit ■'. States yeBterday, have oauaed amaze 
mont in diplomatic circles. Truth, com- 
mo'iiiug upon tho statements made, aaya : 
" Whether it waB courteous or judioloua for 
Lord Sackville to publish this attack upon 
Mr. Bayard, ambassador in London, is a de- 
batable quostlon, to which lb may, however, 
reasonably be replied that Mr. Bayard was 
immeasurably more discourteous and inju- 
dicious in his behaviour toward Saokvillo- 
West when the latter was in Washington 
City. Mr. Biyard, therefore, would bo 
mean to complain on thia point. But 
the matter acquires exceptional in- 
terest when it la oonaidered Bide by 
side with a recent diBputo regard- 
ing the race for tho America's cup. 
It should bo remembered that Sackvlllo- 
West was the victim of an election trick. 
An indiscreet expresaion of opinion upon hi8 
part waa exaggerated for tho purpose of ox- 
citing anti-Eogliah agitation. The trick was 
auccesaful, and Suckville-Weab waa handed 
his papers. England, in the porson of her 
envoy, was groasly and wantonly insulted, 
Mr. Cleveland, however, failed to Bocuro the 
election, 

" In our relatione with Amorioa experi- 
ence teaches ub always to bo on tho alert. 
This has made tho Eogiiah, porhaps, over- 
auBpicious, and be-ing ho they possibly ima- 
gine trickery where it doea not oxist. For 
theao reasons it is advisaolo that internation- 
al conteate ho discontinued until this imprce- 
alon is removed or tho Americans realize 
that th oy are sufficiently strong to depend 
upon themselves without tho support of 
sharp practices. Tho two nationB are vory 
nearly allied, and everything should bo dono 
on bnth sides of tho Atlantic to unito thorn 
moro closely. Both nations havo much in 
common. In Amorica they havo our pnera 
and in England wo havo their heiresBea," 

NEW BRUNSWICK ELECTIONS- 



Cholera in Hawaii— Great Fire at 
Coolgardie— Armenian Refugees 
Leave the Churches. 

LoNOOH, Oct. 10 — Advicea received ab 
Auckland from Hawaii to-day show that 
there havo been six 'y five deaths in ail from 
Cholera in Hawaii up to September 26 

It h»8 bejn noticed recently that there la 
great and quite unusual activity in the gov- 
ernment dock yards ab different ports in 
Spain and that workmen are busy at 
work refitting cruisers and gun- 
boats. In addition, it has become known 
that certain government officials havo been 
discussing tho question of arming the steam- 
ships bolonglng to tho Spanish trann-Atlan- 
tic company and it ia believed that those 
proparutiona aro duo to the possibility that 
iho U.S. may recognize tho Cuban insurg- 
onls us belligoreuto. 

Tho British Btoamer Napier, bolonging to 
North Shields, bound from CronBtadt to 
Rotterdam, waa in collision off the island of 
Aaland with tho British steamer Livenia, 
of Leith. Tho latter vessel Bank and four- 
teen of her crow woro drowned in spite of 
the efforts of tho Napior'a crew, who suc- 
ceeded in rescuing ten mon. 

Tho spinning factory at Bocholt, 45 milea 
from Munator, Westphalia, hue collupaed 
and buried 10 workmen in the ruina. Of 
thia number ten were killed or serioualy in- 
jured and tho remaining workmen escaped 
with but alight Injuriea. 

A dispatch from Coolgardio, the centre of 
tho new gold fields, announces that a wholo 
block of buildinga were burnod thoro yester- 
day by a tiro which started .through the up- 
setting of a lamp. Tho estimated damage 
Is $1,250,000. 

The Pope received in audience tho Unitod 
StateB minister to Austria, Hon. Bartlott 
Tripp, and congratulated him upon tho com 
plcto freedom of Catholicism in the Unitod 
States. His HolineBS roforrcd to the com 
ing elevation of Mgr. Satolli, apoBtolic dele- 
gate to tho Roman Catholic church in tho 
United States, to tho cardinalato, and in 
quired concerning the health of Preaidont 
Clovelund, for whom the Pope has a warm 
regard. 

The Paris correspondent of the Timea 
ajyB : " The protectorate over Madagaecar 
will be exooedingly like annexation. Tho 
native army will bo disarmed, and thore 
will be a French garrison to roplace it every 
whero. The policjjvrill be in the, handB of 
the French, as will' alco tho customs and 
inland taxes." 

The column of troopB commanded by Col 
Souzi has had a fight at ManaoaB, province 
of Santa Clara, with the band of V, iyas. 
The troopB succeeded in taking tho positions 
held by tho inBurgents, who upon their re 
treat left upon the field seven killed and 
five wounded, To day eight more political 
prisoners have been Bent to the Spanish oon 
viot settlement in Afrioa. 

Tho Spanish cabinet haa signed a loan of 
515,000,000 with the Banquo de Paris, 
wholly for Cuban expenaos, Oae-thlrd of 
the loan ia payable between November 1 
and 10, and tho remaining installments will 
bo paid in December and Fobruary. 

The Armenian refugees who took refuge 
in the churches of Constantinople at the 
time of tho riots, and who have 
persistently refused to loave those 
edifices, and have ever Blnco beon supplied 
with provlaions by friends, havo been per- 
suaded to roturn to their homes. They 
evacuated tho churches to day in tho pres- 
ence of tbo Dragomans o! tho Embassies of 
the different foroign powers, who wero pres- 
ent on behalf of their embassies to ensure 
tho safety of tho refugees and to report on 
their roturn to their homes to tho ambas- 
sadora.
